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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 4 and 14 have been cancelled; therefore, Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15, and 16 are now 
pending in application 10/003,381. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The rejection of Claims 4 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement is withdrawn due to Applicant's 
arguments submitted 1 1/8/06. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The rejection of Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15, and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Cheng (US 6,067,548), are withdrawn due to Applicant's amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15, and 16 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. As per independent Claims 1 and 13, the prior art does not teach or suggest wherein 
said organization definition information storing unit stores authentication information 
indicating that each of individuals is a true user of the business information system, and 
wherein at least one of said organization definition information registering means, said 
customizing information registering means and said personal environment constructing 
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means executes a processing only when a user is a true user of the business information 
system, on a basis of the input authentication information of the user, and wherein, when 
the user is determined to be a true user of the business information system, unevaluated 
customizing information is acquired from the customizing information storing unit by the 
personal environment constructing means, and an inspection is executed by the personal 
environment constructing means as to whether or not the customizing condition is 
established, and if the customizing condition is established, the unevaluated customizing 
information is added to a personal environment of the user by the personal environment 
constructing means. 

7. The remaining dependent Claims 2, 3, 5-12, 15, and 16 are considered allowable, as 
they are dependent and based off of an allowable independent claim.
